of living problem will aid in its solu­ 
tion. 
"It seems inevitable,” as 
he 
says, "that there should develop some 
general conversion of material into 
mental wants, and a partial substitu­ 
tion of culture for wealth as a meas­ 
ure of the value of the Individual. 
In fact, even the automobiles, clubs 
and mechanical pleasures 
may con­ 
tribute to the revival of slm plicty and 
love of nature. 
Suburban and rural 
life has profited by the advance of 
machinery, and the trolley has caused 
a counter-drift to the open and free 
spaces. 
Never was there more inter­ 
est among men of affairs than now in 
country homes, outings, 
rural 
sur­ 
roundings. 
Professor 
Laughlin’s 
"aristocracy” is perhaps already in 
process of creation.

How th e Searcher» Secure the Pre­ 
cious Gum from the Sea. 
The poor people who earn a pre­ 
carious livelihood by gathering ambei 
on the shores of the Baltic Sea work 
only in the roughest weather. 
When 
the w ind b lo w s in from the sea, as It 
often d oes with terrific violence, tht 
bowlders are tossed and tumbled at 
the bottom, and great quantities of sea 
wrack are washed up on the beach. 
This is the harvest of the waders, the 
Stockholm Tim es says, for hidden Id 
tho roots and branches of the seawood 
lumps of the precious gum may be 
found. 
In other parts of tne coast divers 
go crawling on the bottom of the sea 
for the lumps of amber hidden in 
seaweed and under rocks. 
It is be­ 
lieved that once a great pine forest 
flourished here, where the great bil­ 
lows roll, and that amber is the gum 
exuded from the trees, of which not“* 
vestige remains. 
The fields are very variable. 
The 
largest piece known, weighing eighteen 
pounds, is In the Royal museum in 
Berlin. 
The usual finds range from 
lumps as big as a m an’s headi to par­ 
ticles like grains of sand. 
The larger 
pieces are found jammed In rocks or 
tangles of marine vegetation. 
Divers 
work from four to five hours a day In 
all seasons, except when the sea is 
blocked with ice. 
The work is so 
arduous that they are bathed in per­ 
spiration even in the coldest weather. 
For all their grinding toil the natives 
are happy in their way and increase 
and multiply as la more favored re­ 
gions of the earth.

yet, akhough it seem s incredible, one 
[ continually finds otherwise intelligent 
persons arguing that if a spoonful doe# 
good, the 
process of cure 
may 
b* 
hastened by a spoonful and a half; 
or that, having forgotten the medicine 
the day before, double doses to-day will 
help them to catch up; or that, al­ 
though the writing on the bottle sayi 
“before m eals,” they never can remem­ 
ber it till they have finished eating. 
There are also the ridiculous person* 
who seem to think 
that 
they 
can 
hasten matters by taking a patent 
medicine, or som ething that 
"helped 
them so much once before,” or a pre­ 
scription that a friend recommended, 
at the same tim e that th^y are taking 
the m edicine prescribed by a physi 
clan, but of course w ithout saying any 
thing about it to him. 
He, poor man, may be wondering 
why a certain drug should be failing 
of its expected effect, or perhaps act­ 
ing in some curious manner unknojyn 
to science. 
Sometim es he even write* 
bewildered letters to the medical pa 
pers, telling of a m ysterious patient he 
bag encountered, who has proved to be 
utterly unresponsive to the action ol 
some well-proved drug, or who has re 
acted to the same in a new and terri­ 
fying manner. 
The sins of omission are as frequent 
as those of com mission, and {he sins 
of carelessness are the most frequent 
and most ^dangerous of all. 
There la 
no excuse for the person who leaves 
nudiclne bottles arourtfl where chil­ 
dren can reach them, or who has the 
carbolic acid or the amm onia on the 
w ashing stand. 
A few sim ple rules In 
this regard can be made apd kept by 
everyone. 
Let there be an Inaccessible 
shelf for m edicine bottles 
wherever 
there are children. 
Never pour out 
and drink from any bottle until the 
directions have keen 
read. 
Alwaya 
keep dangerous fluids, such as strong 
ammonia, carbolic acid, insect poispna 
and the like in corrugated bottles.

with a fire, and

The finding of the body of the girl 
who never returned to her home after 
leaving to attend mass at 9:45 o’clock 
on the morning of Wednesday, Dee R, 
clears the first link of the mystery only 
to lead on ty another which may prove 
oven more baffling than did the disap­ 
pearance of the child. 
This second 
link is to find the murderer. 
% Joseph Wendling, aged twenty-seven, 
who was janitor of St. John’s Roman 
Catholic church at the time Alma Kell­ 
ner disappeared, is the person whom 
the police of louisville and the entire 
world will seek to find.

N E W F R E N C H Dl R IGI B LE-B I P L A N E

SAFE. 
A series of aeroplane trials which have been tak ing place at Issy -les 
Moulineaux, the well-k nown aviation center in France, have been mark ed 
by the novel feature of a combination of the dirigible with the gas bag, and 
the trials are being watched by aviators with the k eenest interest. 
The 
above illustration shows the tandem biplane belonging to M. Cesar mak ing a 
flight. 
It has a cigar-shaped envelope and is fitted with a 50-horse power 
Prissi and Bertahud motor.—London Sphere. 


Suez canal has proved to |>e one of 
the most profitable commercial under­ 
tak ings in the history of the world, 
and the Manchester ship canal is now 
accomplishing all and more than was 
promised at first. 
Engineers and scientist» are mak ing 
exhaustive studies of the recent floods 
in Paris, to devise a sy stem which will 
prevent a repetition of the disaster. 
It is planned to k eep the Seine within 
its 
channel 
either 
by 
constructing 
higher embank ments or by carry ing 
the surplus waters around the city in 
a by -pass channel. 
That the steel car is of great value 
as a protection to passengers in the 
event of collision was demonstrated in 
a recent clash of two trains in the 
Hudson tunnnel, New York City . There 
was no telescoping, as would prob­ 
ably have occurred with wooden cars, 
and the injuries were merely such as 
resulted from the passengers being 
thrown down by the shock of the col­ 
lision. 
The latest report of the Geological 
Survey shows that the value of the me­ 
tallic products of the United States for 
1908 was $ 549,923,116, as against $ 903,- 
802,244 for 1907. 
The only increase 
was in the case of gold—$ 94,560,000, 
against $ 90,435,700. Yet in the case of 
copper the quantity was greater 
in 
1908 than in 1907—942,570,721 pounds, 
against 868,996,491 pounds. 
The valu^ 
of 
the 
non-metallic 
products 
also 
showed a falling off from $ 1,167,705, 
720 in 1907 to $ 1,045,497,070 in 1908. 
The unspecified mineral products, how­ 
ever, increased from $ 100,000 to $ 250,- 
000. Petroleum showed an increase in 
both quantity and value—179,572,479 
barrels, against 166,095,335 barrels, and 
$ 129,706,258, against $ 120,106,749. 
A new petroleum field is being de­ 
veloped on the northern slopes of the 
Caucasus, about fifty miles from the 
seaport of Touapse, on the Black sea, 
in the district of Maik op, South Rus­ 
sia. 
It is reported that the thick ness 
of the oil series indicates that the 
district will tak e a prominent place 
among the world’s oil regions. The oil 
is found in Oligocene beds of Tertiary 
age, and a fact of great interest is that 
the oil beds are every where associated 
with a vast abundance of fish and veg­ 
etable remains. 
In one cliff no trace 
of petroleum is found except in a lay er 
of sandy clay , which alone is full of 
ancient fish remains. This is regarded 
as mak ing the inorganic theory of the 
origin of petroleum inadmissible so 
far, at least, as the Maik op district is 
concerned. 
At least two Brazilian travelers have 
described an extraordinary phenom­ 
enon connected with the nests of white 
ants, o r termites. Dr. J. S. da Fonseca, 
who saw the exhibition on the head­ 
waters of the Rio Verde, describes the 


appearance as that of tiny stars, giving 
the nest the look of a miniature tower 
brilliantly illuminated. When the nest 
was struck with a stick the lights went 
out, only to reappear again little by 
little. Castelnau, in the middle of the 
last century , beheld a similar specta­ 
cle near the city of Goy az. 
He say s 
that the lights were produced by an 
immense number of small phosphores­ 
cent larvae, which withdrew into the 
galleries of the mound when an at­ 
tempt was made to capture them. Prof. 
J. C. Branner of Stanford University 
remark s that this exhibition is prob­ 
ably confined to some particular spe­ 
cies, or to some special occasions or 
conditions of termite life, since he 
has lived and traveled ten y ears In 
Brazil without seeing it. 


HOUSE OF CEMENT. 


Maine .Man Made Hlm*elf a Home 
After an Hntlrely .\>w Pattern. 
In Belfast, Me., there is a house, 
built by Frank Hoag, believed by the 
builder and citizens of that place to 
be the only one of the k ind on earth. 
Aside from the blasting and digging 
for the cellar, the house was built by 
Mr. Hoag himself. The entire outside, 
the Boston Globe say s, is of cement, 


the mixing of 
the component 
parts 
being undertak en after long study of 
the subject. 
Mr. Hoag finished the 
inside of the house first. 
This being 
done, he lathed the whole outside w'ith 
wire screen stuff, such as is used for 
fencing chick en pens. This was firmly 
fastened. The studding was close, and 
when the wire was on it gave a rigid 
surface on sides, ends and the slopes 
of the roof. 
Over this lay er of wire ha spread a 
first coat of cement. 
It 
was 
well 
pressed on, so that it oozed through 
the meshes of the wire for a clinch­ 
ing hold. 
When this first coating was 
thoroughly set another and a heavier 
one 
was 
spread over the 
surface. 
Shingle effects were fashioned on the 
gables, and on the roof the cement 
was shaped and lined, to give an ap­ 
pearance of slating.

The residue from the pulp 
is also suitable for low’-grade paper. 
It is

the preliminary 
tests, on a small scale, have proved 
successful, and that In addition to pre­ 
serving the bagasse for paper .manu­ 
facture, a larger percentage of sucrose 
is obtained than is possible by tho 
present methods of extraction in sugar 
houses. 
If successful it will revolu­ 
tionize the sugar business in all cane- 
producing countries.

An open scratching shed is *within 
the possibilities of even the most mod­ 
est ¿.’oultryman. . A building of very 
cheap material, rough boards, battened 
and roof covered with roofing paper 
will answ’er. 
A very satisfactory shed 
may be prepared without any build­ 
ing. 
Poles placed in the ground with 
others across them for a frame work 
to hold a roof of bows covered with 
straw’ answers every purpose. 
If this improvised scratching shed Is 
placed beside some of the farm build­ 
ings, strawstacks, etc., it will need no 
side walls. 
Biddy will gladly desert 
her close house for such a place to 
hunt in the daytime. 
In fact, an A- 
shaped structure of poles covered with 
with straw and open at one end seems 
to meet her requirements nicely. 
If 
the opening is toward the south and 
is large enough to admit plenty of 
sunshine, it is surprising how com­ 
fortable *sueh a structure is. 


Tree Surjjpery. 
An evidence of the beneficent spirit 
of the conservation of the useful and 
beautiful that is now being so happily 
shown throughout our country is to be 
seen in tlfe minor, but none the less 
important, rehabilitation of the stately 
and beautiful shade trees oi ¿nir East­ 
ern country. 
These 
old-time 
mon- 
archs of the forest that formerly cov­ 
ered this section of the country have 
been allowed to decay and fall by the 
thousands, but now’ a w’ise system of 
tree surgery and repair is inaugurated 
nd skilled men diswnose the condi­ 
tion of these grand sentinels, and by 
a system of judicious cutting away the 
deadw’ood, filling in the gashes with 
bricks and mortar, thus strengthening 
the otherwise weak trunks, and then 
by a skillful covering of the exposed 
parts with tin or zinc, carefully paint­ 
ed to represent the natural hues of the 
bark, the tree is restored to its beauty 
and guarded against further prema­ 
ture decay.

In regard to catalpa trees for forest 
planting, It has been show’n that the 
catalpa, attains its best growth 
on 
very rich soil. 
In one case the returns 
on the best soil were almost five times 
as great as on the poorest soil. 
One 
plantation showed an annual 
profit 
from the rich loam of $21.55 per acre. 
If grown alone or mixed with trees 
no taller than itself, and especially in 
plantations on the plans, the catalpa 
should be protected from prevailing 
winds by shelter belts of taller trees. 
It is much cheaper for the planter to 
grow his trees from seed than to buy 
them from a nursery. 
The plantations should be set out 
so the trees are about 4 feet apart, 
giving each tree a space of 16 square 
feet. 
The close planting kills the lat­ 
eral branches while young. 
The cutting«back of the young trees 
after two or three seasons’ growth and 
the training up of a single sprout pre­ 
vents side branching. 
. 
Thinning* is necessary in about eight 
or ten years, but these trunks taken 
out are usually large enough for posts. 
The heartwood forms nearly three- 
fourths of the volume of the tree, and 
is very durable if properly seasoned. 
— Farmers and Drovers’ Journal.

Few' 
farmers have either, and the so-called 
“veterinary dentist” who is not a vet­ 
erinarian, is usually an unscrupulous 
person, who neither understands the 
proper arrangements 
and conditions 
ol the teeth nor the proper manner of 
correcting faults, a man who lives by 
deceiving the horse owner. 
Hence, we 
think that it is better for the owmer 
to get a qualified man to attend to his 
horses’ mouths. 
There are few horses 
that have reached the age of 6 years 
or over (and often younger age) that 
would not do better 
if 
their teeth 
were dressed once every year. 
The 
reputable veterinarian does not tell all 
his 
patrons 
this 
and 
look in the 
horses’ .mouth and say that his teeth 
require 
attention. 
This 
looks 
too 
much like 
looking 
for 
a job, 
and 
horse owners are very apt to take it 
that way, and the veterinarian who 
has much respect either for himself 
or 
his 
profession is above it. 
He 
rightly thinks that if his services are 
worth having they are worth asking 
for. 
All the same, the average horse 
will thrive better on the same food 
if 
his 
teeth are 
regularly dressed. 
There are many cases in which atten­ 
tion is not required, and the profes­ 
sional man, who, for the sake of the 
fee, will dress a mouth that does not 
require it, is, we trust, rarely found.

It would do no harm to set young 
fruit trees in the holes where the old 
ones are taken out, but, other things 
being equal, It would be just as well 
to dig new holes in the spaces be­ 
tween the old trees after they have 
been cut down or pulled up. 
Answer­ 
ing a similar question, the Rural New 
Yorker advises digging a wide hole 2 
feet or more in diameter and 8 to 12 
inches deep, as may be needed, placing 
the ri^h or top soil in one pile and the 
subsoil in another. Cut out all broken 
or injured roots from the trees to be 
set and freshen the ends of the sound 
roots with a slanting cut from below 
upward, so that the fresh surface will 
rest on the soil. 
When the roots are 
in their natural position, set the trees 
In the center of the hole and care­ 
fully fill in around the roots with the 
best of the top soil taken out, sift­ 
ing it from the edge of the shovel 
and working it between the rows with 
the fingers, shaking the tree mean­ 
while to get the earth in every crevice 
betw’een the roots. 
.When the roots 
are fairly covered, tramp firmly, then 
fill in with the 
poorer or subsoil, 
-tramping it firmly as it is put in 
place. 
The tree when 
set 
should 
stand little, if any, deeper than it grew 
in the nursery row'. 
The firmed earth 
should be banked up around the tree 
to shed water. 
Abou,t a third of the 
top should be cut,»taking out weal? 
and unnecessary limbs, shortening in 
the good ones so as to balance the 
top with the roots that have been 
cut away. 
It is a very good plan to 
scatter a pound or two of good com­ 
mercial fertilizer around the tree after 
it is set. lightly working it in the 
soil, or mulch the trees with a wheel­ 
barrow load of coarse barnyard ma­ 
nure. 
This keeps the ground moist 
and furnishes the young tree with all 
the fertility it needs until the growth 
has made some progress.

M o st of the hemp, n ow cultivated 
in this coun try , amoun tin g to from 
fifteen to t wen ty thousan d s acres a n ­ 
n ually , is grown in the blue grass 
region of Ken tucky , of which Lexin g­ 
ton is the cen ter. 
About six hun d red 
acres are grown each y ear n ear Lin ­ 
coln , Neb., an d an area of about the 
same size in the lower Sacramen to 
valley , in Californ ia. 
For the ben efit of In d ian a farm ers 
who 
may 
d esire to experimen t in 
hemp growin g, the bureau of soils 
suggests that the crop may be in tro­ 
d uced in an y crop rotation , blit it is 
best to have it follow peas, bean s or 
clover.
